Is the new motto of business to 
be "smaller and better” instead of 
"bigger and b etter?”

Hard 
times, they say, favor the smaller 
business. 
Roger Babson, in a re­ 
cent article, points out that med­ 
ium sized and small concerns can 
adjust themselves moie readily to 
depression conditions. They can 
change products and methods and 
execute an ‘‘about face” in a way 
that a huge unwieldy corporation 
cannot do because of its tremend­ 
ous overhead and investment costs. 
Recently two corporation heads 
in conversation with a government 
official, 
complained 
th at 
while 
there was an improvement in their 
business field, it did them no good. 
Lots of small orders were devel­ 
oping, they said, but they were too 
small for the big 
companies to 
handle profitably. 
You can’t start 
up a big mill to handle a number 
of miscellaneous small orders. 
On 
the other hand, the little mills with 
small capital and slender organi­ 
zations can handle such orders at 
a profit. 
Also, the 
small enter­ 
prise is not weighed down 
by a 
load of dead capital, 
bonded in­ 
debtedness, or watered stock. 
Today, concerns 
that 
employ 
more than 250 people account for 
only 4 |»er cent of the nation’s in­ 
dustrial payroll, but they show a 
much larger proportion of its un­ 
um [Joyed. 
Little stores in little 
places are doing one 
third of the 
nation’s retail business. 
The business depression has work 
ed a revolution. Some men are go­ 
ing down, hut others are coming up. 
The lure of size is not what it once 
was.

The newly elected aldermen of 
Arlington Heights assumed their 
duties Monday night following a 
short session of the "old” board 
which authorized the payment of 
the last of its bills and adjourned 
sine die. 
Aside from the approv­ 
al of $2,111 in bills, the only re­ 
ports given by committees were 
the receipt of $16 in 
fines and a 
statement by Mr. Fram berg that 
he had attended a meeting in Chi­ 
cago called by 
an 
organization, 
whose purpose it is to strive for 
lower gas rates. 
He stated that he 
informed the organize rs that at the 
present time the village treasury 
would not permit a contribution of 
$100 towards its fund. 
Following the adjournment and 
before the old members left their 
chairs, Mayor Flentie arose and in 
a few words thanked the hoard for 
its roopeiation the past year which 
enabled that body to work together 
in harmony during a period when 
t here were many financial problems 
and strict, economy was necessary. 
He outlined a few of the accom­ 
plishments cf tho past year, viz: 
Race track water hook up, at the 
low* cost of $3,200, the last bill for 
w hich has been authorized for pay­ 
ment. 
Saving in insurance rates to indi­ 
vidual property owners, which ag­ 
gregate several times the cost of 
the improvement that 
lower rate possible. 
New’ headquarters for the fire­ 
men, one of the best of any north­ 
west of the village. 
The establishment of a treasur­ 
er’s office with two men in charge. 
Discovery of between 50 and 60 
w ater consumers without meters. 
New bookkeeping system. 
The mayor assured the new’ mem­ 
bers of the hearty cooperation of 
himself as well os the other mem­ 
bers of the hoard. Referring to the 
financial .situation, he said, "W e’re 
financially hard up and there will 
be need of further drastic cuts, but 
a continuation of the present econ­ 
omy program will mean 
that w’e 
will get upon a cash basis, if a fair 
amount of taxes are paid.” 


The collection of 1930 taxes has 
not solved the proposition of pay­ 
ing the Public School teachers in 
Arlington Heights. 
This money is 
going to banks and investors who 
loaned to keep the schools open last 
year. 
The 
present

year 
(1931-32) would have 
ordinarily 
have 
been maintained 
on 1931 
taxes, which have not yet gone into 
collection. 
Unless pledges to buy 1931 anti­ 
cipation w arrants

kept, the 
teachers cannot even receive the 
approximate 
one-third 
salary, 
which they have been 
receiving 
since last October.
